Carefully remove all fat from the 
carcass., wash, and chill promptly. 
Trim off all lean meat and skin. 
The lean meat is likely to stick to 
the kettle and 
give 
the lard a 


scorched taste, and skins contain 
gelatin not needed in lard. 


Cut the meat in small pieces so 


it will cook more quickly. Put a 
small amount of fat into the kettle 
and let it molt before adding the 
remainder ol' the fat. Stir the fat 
constantly. 


Never lot the temperature

above 255 degrees Fahrenheit. If 
a c^rrlv or lard thermometer is 
available, use it to determine the 
temperature. 
When steam 
stops 


coming off the lard, lower the fire. 


I 
Continue to cook the fat. 
The 


cracklings will turn brown, float. 


I and gradually sink to the bottom of 
i the kettle. When about half of the 
| cracklings have settled to the bot- 
I tom. remove the lard f.vorn the fire. 


Let the lard cool slightly, then 
strain 
through 
several 
cheese 


cloths into five or ten pound, con- 
tainer-5. Fill the containers as near- 
ly to the top as possible and cover 
tightly. 
If the lard is stored im- 
mediately at a temperature near 
or below freezing, a finer gra'n 
will he produced. Metal containers 
can be quickly cooled by setting in 
cold water. 


Store lard in a cool, dark place.

Cancer is not contagious, was his 
immediate reply, lie had forgot- 
ten that many people 
still believe 
that it is. 


Cancer is a growth of our own 


cells. If a surgeon is operating on 
a cancer should accidenlly cut his 
linger with the knife, and if can- 
cer cells were on the knife, 
no 


growth would result. The cancel- 
cells would not survive. Cancer is 
a lawless growth of our ouw cells 
and w(nild nol survive in anyone 
else. 


The 
: smallest working part of 


a body is a cell. There are many 
different kinds of cells but they 
have certain features in common. 
Cells can do anything thai Hie 
body as a whole can do. They 
are created, live and die, work 
and rest'; eat and rid Uicmselves 
of 
waste, 
and 
reproduce 
them- 
selves. Cells 
of one kind never 
reproduce another kind. 
OUTLAW CELLS ARE CAUSE 


Cancer cells arc like normal cells 


in every respect save one. They 
reproduce themselves in a law- 
less way, producing an excessive 
number for which there is no need. 
Kvcry cancel' cell posses this po- 
wer of limitless reproduction. Un- 
less something is done to rid Ilia 
body of these abnormally grow- 
ing cells, the patient forfeits his 
life. 


Let us trace the development of 
cancer. One cell gets out of line 
and starts 
to reproduce beyond 


(he needs of the body. At first 
the .growth does nol show. But 
as 
Hie colony increases in size, 


it forms a lump which, if near the 
surface, pushes the skin out. A 
warning .sign is the development 
of. a lump in any part of the body, 
or the growth of lump which has 
been present for some time, ff 
the lump is localed under the skin, 
it may destroy the skin covering 
and form an ulcer or a sore, which 
is another warning sign. Any sore 
which docs not heal within a rea- 
sonable time should be examined 
J'or possible cancer. 
MAY I N V A D E BLOOD VESSELS 


Cancer cells may invade blood 
vessels. If a blood vessel is des- 
troyed, hemorrhage results. Bleed- 
ing from any part of the body, or 
body 
cavity, 
should be investi- 
gated for cancer. 


If the growth is near an open 


ing, the passageway may be block- 
ed. Cancerous growths in the slo- 
mach block the opening between 
the stomach and small intestine. 
Persons in middle and late life 
who haye never 
had 
stomach 


trouble before should suspect can- 
cer if stomach symptoms develop. 


But 
cancer is not contagious. 
Cancer is a growth of our own 
cells, and it cannot harm anyone 
except ourselves. Taken in time 
and removed 
before it 
has a 


chance to spread, it can be elimi- 
nated.

Cancer is not contagious, was his 
immediate reply, lie had forgot- 
ten that many people 
still believe 
that it is. 


Cancer is a growth of our own 


cells. If a surgeon is operating on 
a cancer should accidenlly cut his 
linger with the knife, and if can- 
cer cells were on the knife, 
no 


growth would result. The cancel- 
cells would not survive. Cancer is 
a lawless growth of our ouw cells 
and w(nild nol survive in anyone 
else. 


The 
: smallest working part of 


a body is a cell. There are many 
different kinds of cells but they 
have certain features in common. 
Cells can do anything thai Hie 
body as a whole can do. They 
are created, live and die, work 
and rest'; eat and rid Uicmselves 
of 
waste, 
and 
reproduce 
them- 
selves. Cells 
of one kind never 
reproduce another kind. 
OUTLAW CELLS ARE CAUSE 


Cancer cells arc like normal cells 


in every respect save one. They 
reproduce themselves in a law- 
less way, producing an excessive 
number for which there is no need. 
Kvcry cancel' cell posses this po- 
wer of limitless reproduction. Un- 
less something is done to rid Ilia 
body of these abnormally grow- 
ing cells, the patient forfeits his 
life. 


Let us trace the development of 
cancer. One cell gets out of line 
and starts 
to reproduce beyond 


(he needs of the body. At first 
the .growth does nol show. But 
as 
Hie colony increases in size, 


it forms a lump which, if near the 
surface, pushes the skin out. A 
warning .sign is the development 
of. a lump in any part of the body, 
or the growth of lump which has 
been present for some time, ff 
the lump is localed under the skin, 
it may destroy the skin covering 
and form an ulcer or a sore, which 
is another warning sign. Any sore 
which docs not heal within a rea- 
sonable time should be examined 
J'or possible cancer. 
MAY I N V A D E BLOOD VESSELS 


Cancer cells may invade blood 
vessels. If a blood vessel is des- 
troyed, hemorrhage results. Bleed- 
ing from any part of the body, or 
body 
cavity, 
should be investi- 
gated for cancer. 


If the growth is near an open 


ing, the passageway may be block- 
ed. Cancerous growths in the slo- 
mach block the opening between 
the stomach and small intestine. 
Persons in middle and late life 
who haye never 
had 
stomach 


trouble before should suspect can- 
cer if stomach symptoms develop. 


But 
cancer is not contagious. 
Cancer is a growth of our own 
cells, and it cannot harm anyone 
except ourselves. Taken in time 
and removed 
before it 
has a 


chance to spread, it can be elimi- 
nated.
